STAMFORD, Conn., June N. - Waldo 
Ballou, a well-known citizen and former 
member of the City Council, died early 
today at @ local hospital of a fracture 
of the skull. 

Mrs. Helen M. Angle, a divorced wom- 
an, with whom he was acquainted, is 
under arrest by order of the Coroner 
pending investigation of the death. 

Ballou was found unconscious on the 
street about midnight. At the hospital, 
it was stated today, the physicians were 
not able to determine frdém the prelim- 
inary examination whether the injury 
was due to 4 fall or a blow. 

It is known that Ballou visited Mrs. 
Angle frequentiy and it was generally 
understeod that they had expected to 
marry. Ballou’s hat wags found in one 
of the weman’s rooms today and she 
has admitted to the police that Ballou 
was at her apartments last night. She 
denied, however, that there had been 
any quarrel or unpleasantness between 
them. At police headquarters she was 
somewhat hysterical. 

Waldo R. Ballou was between 65 and 
70 years old and Mrs. Angle is 4. 

From where Ballou's body lay at the 
foot of the steps in the apartments, 
stained footprints led to Mrs. Angel's 
door. There was evidence that Ballou 
had been dragged through a hallway 
and down the stairs from near the wom- 
an's rooms.

SPRINKLING ‘HOGS 
UAUSE A WATER 
FAMINE IN COUNTY 


Residents of High Lands De- 
prived of Water Several 
Hours Each Evening. 


Residents in Overland Park. Vinita 
Park and other high points along the 
Creve Coeur cur line in St. Louis Coun- 
ty recently have been without water for 
several hours each evening because the 
so-called water hegs’’ in lower places 
are using up all the pressure by exces- 
Sive sprinkling. 

At the Midland Valley Country Club, 
on the Creve Coeur line, perspiring golf 
players came in from the links Tues- 
day evening to take shower baths. 
Even those who came as early as 6 and 
as late as 8 o’clock found there wasn't 
a drop of water in any faucet in the 
clubhouse, which is built on the highest 
point on the club grounds. 

Without Water Several Days. 

The manager finally was able to get 
& few buckets of water from the kitch- 
en supply with which members washed 
their faces. This condition has ob- 
tained at the club for several days. 

The waterless conditions in the up- 
lands occur between 4 and 8 p. m., com- 
monly termed the sprinkling hours. W. 
H. Henby, manager of the West St. 
Louis Water and Light Co., said the 
unusually heavy use of water for 
sprinkling lawns in the lowlands re- 
duced the pressure so that residents in 
higher points were sometimes complete- 
ly without a water supply. 

In an effort to remedy this situation, 
Henby recently established sprinkling 
zones. He instructed consumers on the 
north and west side of streets to sprin- 
kle their lawns on Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Fridays, and consumers on 
the south and east sides of streets to 
sprinkle on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays. No provisions were made 
about Sundays. 

By dividing the consumption of water 
for sprinkling, Henby hoped to maintain 
@ pressure in mains which would enabie 
residents on high, points to have water 
throughout the day.

John W. Enders, 0 years old, a con- 
tractor, of 1762 North Ninth street, Hast 
St. Louis, lost his life in a sink hole in 
the rear of the grocery of John O'Leary, 
Pitteenth strget ane Gross avenue, at 
4:35 p. m. Tuesday, in trying to, recover 


at the bottom ot the pit. Cyrus Giles, 


& Carpenter, 31 years old, of 1510 Natalie 
Avenue, and Leo Harold, a laborer, 23 
years old, of Washington Park, lost 
their lives in attempting to save Enders. 
Willtam Hall of Fifteenth and Nectar 
streets came néar losing his life in go - 
ing to the help of the others. ‘A rope 
Was thrown over him and he was 
drawn out. 


Enders and his men Tuesday com- 


| pleted excavating a pit about five feet 


square and 22 feet deep. It was four 
feet from an old one which was con- 
nected by a drain with the basement 
of the store-to receive the water that 
accumulated in the cellar after rains. 
The new pit had been dug because the 
old had become inadequate. 

Just before climbing out of the pit u 
hole was driven to the old sink hole 
with a posthole digger. After the new 
pit-@ad been filled to a depth of six 
feet Enders remembered that the post- 
hole digger had been left at the bottom. 
He descended a ladder to try to recover 
it. 

Enders felt noxious gas overcoming 
him and called for help. Harold de- 
scended to his assistance and was hold- 
ing him and calling for help when both 
succumbed and fell into the water. Giles 
was climbing down the ladder when 
they fell. Almost instantly he was 
overcome and also fell. 

Hall had descended only a few feet 
when he felt the fumes ‘ overcoming 
him. He clung to the ladder and called 
for help. His uncle, Albert Hall, looped 
a rope around him and dragged him to 
the surface. 

Stanton explained that the gas was 
carbon dioxide and ammonia, which dia 
not asphyxiate, but killed as soon as

A ladder was placed across the pit and 


the bodies were recovered by Night 
Chief Barlow, Fire Chief Tobin and 
Chief of Detectives Tobin with grap- 
pling hooks.

Dozens of shots were flred and more 
than 20 blasts of dynamite were set off 
during the night. 

The city early today was quiet, but 
Gov. Stewart at Helena was preparing 
to issue a call for State troops to pre- 
vent further disorders. 


Many armed deputies were at the hall 
last night to preserve order at a meet- 
ing called to discuss plans for settling 
the differences between the factions in 
the union. Large numbers of the se- 
ceders from the Western Federation of 
Miners, who have planned to form a new 
union under the auspices of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, were near 
the hall. 

Insurgents Storm the Hall. 

The insurgents stormed the hall and 
Sheriff Driscoll’s deputies fired several 
zZhots into the air to drive back the 
crowd. The shots had no effect. Tne 
crowd pushed on and when the deputies 
fired a volley to kill, Ernest Noy, travel- 
ing inspector for the Montina Demurrer 
Bureau, fell dead. Two others were 
wounded. 

The shooting caused the insurgents to 
retreat, but soon they returned with 
dynamite, which they exploded under 
the union hall. The front of practical- 
ly every building in the block of which 
Miners’ Hall was the 
wrecked by the explosions. 

Hundreds of persons crowded on the 
sidewalks were struck by showers of 
flying glass, which rattled down on 
them every time a blast was set off. 

Dynamiting did not cease until after 
more than a score of blasts had been 
exploded and the Federation Hall had 
been practically demolished, the walls 
in front and back having been blown 
out and the roof caved to the ground. 

Moyer Disappears in Auto. 

Leaders of the new union with their 
lieutenants spent most of the night 
urging the men to retire to their homes. 

The whereabouts of Charles H. Moyer, 
president of the Western Federation 
of Miners, who fled from the hall when 
the firing began, is a matter of conjec- 
ture. He got into an aufomobile and 
was driven rapidly away. There was 
a report that he had taken refuge in 
the county jail, but Sheriff Driscoll de- 
nied this, offering to conduct a search- 
ing party through the prison. 

The belief prevails that Moyer and 
other Federation: officials have left 
town. 

Fresident Michael McDonald of the 
new Butte Mine Workers Union said: “I 
dont care to make an official statement 
which would in any way place the blams 
for last night’s occurrence. It was not 
dene with our knowledge or consent. We 
would not have had any trouble for the 
world and it was not in our power to 
prevent it. The shot was fired by the 
Western Federationists. I do not know 
whether they intended to kill that poor 
fellow. I hope they did not, but they 
were responsible for what happened. 

Miners Continue to Work. 
We had issued orders and our men 


— 


understood that there was to be no dis- 


turbance of any kind. We were willing 
for the Western Federation of Miners to 
hold a meeting if they desired. When 
things get entirely quieted down here 
perhaps we shall have an official state- 
ment to make. The people who know 
the actual conditions will not blame us 
for what has happened. We tried our 
best to keep order.” 

Operations were suspended at the 
Stuart and Original mines in conse- 
quence of the dynamite raid last night 
at the mines. These properties resumed 
operations with ‘the morning shifts. 
Both mines are near Miners’ Han. 

All the miners continued to work and 
the managers state there is no likelihood 
of a shutdown.

Boat Anxious to Rise. 
We sped along for about three-quar- 
ters of a mile. Mr. Curtiss made no ef- 
fort to rise, although she strained under 
us as if anxious to get up in the air. 
We stopped and Robinson and Lamont 
got into the work boat that followed. 
Then we started again. 
We were more at home in her by now 
and Curtiss shot her ahead at a good 
pace and at 3:35 she left the surface of 
the water and flew. 
Like the rock of legend, she climbed 
for 20 or 30 feet and then went on about 
her business on even keel. Then we 
came down again and she slid along the 
water as gently as a bird. We went 
about a mile further and then stopped. 
We turned slowly around and picked up 
quickly and flew back, making two 
jumps on the run home. 
We found her elevators to work 
smoothly. Her engines were singing truly 
and in unison. The ailerons kept her 
balance to a nicety. The wings lifted 
her powerfully. In short, she was a suc- 
cess. Raeching the landing stage, Cur- 
tiss alighted and I took the wheel with 
Hallett by my side. We put in a 100 
pound bag of ballast and took on a 200 
pound man, who stood up on the engine 
section to observe the motors in action. 
Then we tried our second flight and this 
time she did even more than was asked 
of her. . 
I wore a helmet and flying overalls’ 
and Hallett wore his overalls, too. It 
was just 4:10 when we pushed off for 
the second trial. She got under way 
with amazing rapidity considering the 
stiffness of her new engines, and in a 
few hundred yards she had left the 
water for the air. I let her down again 
and stopped the engines to test them 
out. They started again easily enough, 
upon cranking, and we went ahead, get- 
ting up to 50 miles an hour, when she 
took the air. She went straight an! 
true, answering her helm as easily a4 
a toy balloon is pulled in. We shot up 
to 100 feet and then continued at that 
elevation for about three miles, flying 
in a straight line. Behind and over us 
the motors sung with a sureness of 
timing that delighted our ears. If Cur- 
ties has done nothing else, he has built 
two fine motors. I depressed her and 
we came down as easily as a leaf. 
In this flight I had taken her but 
little out of a straight course. We tried 
no banking, but we used our wing flaps 
or aflerons at sufficient angles to show 
us what she could do when it becomes 
necessary. It is a rule of Mr. Curtiss 


from side to side and climbing and de- 
acending with a precision that was good 
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laid. On the way out 1 made three 
jumps, going back, I made one sus- 
tained flight. She seemed-te rejoice in 
being allowed to keep the air; she acted 
quite as if that were her native ele- 
ment. Every foot of her wing sur- 
faces was doing its duty splendidly and 
carrying the weight as if it were noth- 
ing. Certainly her lifting power left 
little to be asked for. 

I shut off the motors and volplaned 
down to the water a quarter of a mile 
to the landing, and then shot ahead un- 
der her own momentum for a consider- 
able distance, showing how lightly she 
sits on the water. I opened the throttle 
again and she speeded on the surface 
behaving just as well as she had in the 
air. When we pulled her out again she 
was found to be quite ship-shape. Not 
one thing Was wrong; in fact, her va- 
rious parts were in better shape after 
the tuning up than they had been be- 
fore she was broken a 


One Cha On, 
Mr. Curtiss on Bag I coves agreed upon 


one change—one that we believe will 
aid her greatly in leaving the water 
when she carries her full load. That is 
to attach two water planes to either 
side of her hull about amidship. This 
will give her greater and smoother plan- 
ing surface to make her rise to the wa- 
ter’s top and skim along before she 
mounts. Her hull is built to carry a 
heavy load and offers great resistance 
to the water as she is driven through it. 

The hydroplanes will reduce this re- 
sistance, thus easing the strain when 
she starts up. The machine weighed to- 
day about 8500 pounds. When she is 
fully. equipped and has her tanks fun 
of petroleum she will go about 5000 
pounds. That increased weight holds no 


fear for us; we did not use all our pow- |}. 


er today. 

Tomorrow I shall make further flights. 
In fact I shall continue them clear 
through the week, at the end of which 
I hope to be able to leave for New- 
foundland, although it is not quite sure 
that I shall be able to get away for 
another seven days. The present plans 
are to have the boat follow on July 4 
reaching K. Johns on July 8. Then she 
will be reassembied and tried out under 
actual flying conditions. I do not look 
for this to take more than a week. I 
sincerely believe that we shall be off 
on our trangatiantic voyage by the 15th 
or loch of next month.

How strong a life—how free an 
existence—he left for Porte himself to 
discover. And from the modest, unas: 
suming, self-effacing British naval offi- 
cer can scarcely be expected the story 
of enthusiasm of the big. crowd that 
gathered at Lake Keuka’s edge to 
watch the performance of the craft, led 
there by the promises made in her be- 
half.

He might have been 
stepping into a rowboat for all the anx- 
lety that marked him as he clambored 
into the cockpit of the aerial giantess. 


What the Assistant Said. 
Perhaps the best comment on Porte’s 


driving was explained by George Hal- 
lett, the aviator chosen to be the as- 
sistant on the history-making flight. He 
said: 

When they selected me for this posi- 
tion, I asked that before I signed the 
contract, I be permitted to fly with 
Lieut. Porte so that I might satisfy my- 
self as to the kind of man in whose 
hands I was putting my life. Well, I 
flew with him, and under the trying 
conditions that are always present at a 
first fligtit. I feel ashamed that I should 
have imposed the condition. I never 
have been in a machine with a man who 
was so much the master of the craft. 
He handled her with the certainty and 
coolness that marks great drivers. He 
put her through her paces in a way that 
seemed to draw out the best in her. 
She seemed to respond to his thought as 
well as his touch. It was a remarkable 
exhibition, the more so because he was 
using controls 
which he had no chance to become 
familiar. Now that both the boat and 
Lieut. Porte have been tested, I am all 
the more confident that we shall suc- 
ceed.”’ 

Porte’s habitually grave expression 
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belt nearer—much nearer—realization of 
the one idea that has dominated him 
for years—making the transatlantic 
flight. But Hallett put on a smile that 
cracked his face in two and it never 
left him all evening. 

Curtiss is another of the conservative 
type. But even he had to break his 
usual aversion to unqualified statements 
in this way. 

“I feel highly encouraged, in fact 
quite satisfied, over the showing the 
America made today. She exceeded my 
expectations. I hardly expected to take 
her up in the air on the first out, but 
she did everything we asked of her s0 
well that I went through more of the 
program than I intended. 


We shall attach water planes to her 
to make the lift easier. There may be 
other slight changes to make, but as 
she stands today she is wubstantially 
the boat that will attempt the crossing. 
“Concerning the use of the two en- 
gines, we are more than pleased with 
the result. The tachometers showed at 
one time a variation in the revolutions 
of the two propellers of 150 per min- 
ute, yet this difference was without ef- 
fect on her steering. She showed ao 
tendency to slew around, not even when 
she was running with one engine open 
and the other shut down. That is, the 
tendency to turn readily, corrected by 
the rudder,” 

Lieutenant Tower Enthusiastic. 
Leut. John H. Tower, one of the best 
equipped aviators in the American Navy, 
was sent here by that department to 
make observations and attend some de- 
partmental business He spoke enthu- 
siastically of America’s behavoir, al- 
though he had formed no opinion as co 
the success of the real task that lies 
before her—the ocean-crossing by air. 

When she got headway under Porte'’s 
handling in the second flight from the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent boat far up 
the lake to which she was steering 
head-on, she looked like nothing s0 
much as a big red whale swimming on 
the surface with wings aprouting from 
the back, and she kicked up a sea wor- 
thy of a torpedo boat.

It was noticed that on her first effort, 
while she was on the water before she 
rose to the surface under speed, she ran 
with her elevators and the trailing 
edges of her lower planes partially sub- 
merged. But this fault soon disap- 
peared. It was apparently due to un- 
equal loading. 

There is a question as to whether or 
not the boat will be tried out on turns.

It was pointed out that Amerigo Ves- 
pucci was the first: to set foot on the 
mainland, while Columbus on his firsts 
voyage had visited only some unimpor- 
tant islands. Amerigo’s account of his 
voyage was also the first to be pub- 
lished, so that he gained a temporary 
pre-eminence over Columbus in the 
minds of his contemporaries. As a re-

Alfred D Woodruff of the New York 
City Bureau of Food Supply gives a 
startling account of what happens when 
the grocer “charges it.“ We have 
found,” said Mr. Woodruff, “that only 
about 30 per cent pay their bills prompt- 
ly in 30 days; 28 per cent take from one 
to three months to pay; # per cent 
never pay in full, and 2 per cent never 
pay at all.” With such drawbacks to 
the credit system, it is not astonishing 
that grocers go bankrupt in spite of 
high nominal profits. Mr. Woodruff 
thinks that if women will pay as much 
attention to domestic economy as to 
“dress, bridge parties and tango teas;” 
if they will pay cash, buy in large quan- 
tities and test short weights, “not less 
than 2% per cent might be deducted from 
the gross profits.“ with corresponding 
benefit to the consumer and his savings 
bank account. 

This matter of commonsense thrift does 
not apply only to the city housekeeper 
It is of importance to the farmer’s wifé 
as well. As James J. Hill put it in a 
speech to agriculturists: 

“When I am talking to the farmer 1 
remember that the farmer’s wife is one- 
half of the family, and she is the bigger 
half, too. The farmer’s success or fan- 
ure, his, going up or down in his scale of 
accomplishment, depends upon her.
